Ontario Premier David 
Peterson seems to be very 
reluctant in answering ques- 
tions regarding OSAP, housing 
and cutbacks, problems stu- 
dents across the province and 
especially Laurentian students 
are facing. 

Peterson visited Sudbury 
last week to attend a Liberal 
Party fundraiser at the Caruso 
Club. 

In a short meeting with 
community and student journ- 
alists, the Premier addressed 
issues concerning the Sudbury 
community but failed to give 
concise answers when asked 
to comment on student affairs. 

When asked about the lack 
of funds for Ontario universi- 
ties, the Premier replied ''there 
is tremendous capita back-up 
and I think you will find plans 
for that in the budget." Also, 
Lambda's question about 
student aid, OSAP in particu- 
lar, received a similar answer. 
"We intend to do something 
about that," Peterson said. 

The Premier said that his 



government will cooperate 
with student representatives 
Ontario Federation of Stu- 
dents (OFS), more than ever 
this year. 

"We plan to work with the 
students to a greater degree," 
he said. "Several meetings 
with student leaders have 
been scheduled this year ." 

Apparently, a meeting with 
OFS and Bob Nixon, Ontario 
Treasurer is to be held after 
the provincial government 
budget is drawn. 

However, student leaders 
charge tht Peterson has 
refused to meet with students. 

"If Peterson really wanted to 
meet with student representa- 
tives, why then did he refuse 
to meet with members of OFS 
and not only with OFS 
executive?" executive link of 
the Union of Undergrads, 
Nicole Loreto asks. 

"We believe that institution- 
al re^eeerstatioa would give 
the Premier a broader perspec- 
tive on various pressing issues 
such as the imposition of the 
100 dollar computer fee per 
term to the students of the 
University of Waterloo," she 



said 

As of what the provincial 
governments plans are in 
regard to certain recommend- 
ations of the Bovey report, the 
Premier didn't give reporters a 
difinite action plan. 

In 1944, the conservative 
government began the prac- 
tice of diverting part of the 
federal transfer payments to 
provinces. A total of S22. m 
was diverted from the college 
and university sector. This is 
what Premier Peterson termed 
a "swindle" prior to the 
provincial elections. 

The Bovey Commission 
recommended that a total of 
$92 m be allocated for 
operating funds. 

The promise to implement 
this particular recommenda- 
tion was one of Peterson's 
prime concerns at the Provinc- 
ial eleetiojrv^^^^^^* 

It will be interTstin^^^^^ 
Peterson will carry out his 
election promises as his ans- 
wers about housing for stud- 
ents and increased tuition 
fees, were decidely ambigu- 
ous

Dear Mr. Chorakibi: 

I have just read with interest your 
article on South Africa. 

Your intent, laudable at first sight, 
is to better the lot of the SA Blacks. 
Those fellows are certainly less 
advanteaged in life than Canadians. 

1 ffU^'th'rsV'fou'surely'know that S A 
Blacks arrive first among all other 
African Blacks in all imaginable 
measures of material well-being: per 
capita income, quality of housing, 
accessibility of jobs, levels of salary, 
medical care, life expectancy, etc., 
etc. They also enjoy a network of 
educational institutions unparalleled 
elsewhere in Africa. These facts are 
publicized by all kinds of reputable 
statistical agencies, starting with the 
U.N. 

White man has brought industrial 
civilization to SA; indeed the 
Republic is the only industrial society 
in all of Africa south of the Sahara. 
Most Black independent states have 
a per capita income around $200 
(some as low as $60.), at least ten 
times less than SA Blacks. Most 
Africans live in mud huts; SA Blacks 
live in brick (or similar) homes. A few 
Africans elsewhere ride bicycles; 
many SA Blacks own cars. Most 
Africans go barefoot; SA Blacks wear 
shoes. Undernourishment, famine, 
are as rare in SA as in Canada; most 
Black children outside of SA suffer 
from kwashiorkor The Blacks in SA 
have a life expectancy almost equal 
to ours; in Rwanda on the other 
hand, it is 45 years Illiteracy is 
reported by some experts to be lower 
in SA than in the USA! All SA 
Blacks have access to multi-language 
television, including programs in 
their own languages (by the way, do 
our Eskimos and Denes enjoy the 
same conditions, does C.B.C. dub int 
the 



The material superiority of the SA 
Blacks has been more or less 
faithfully reported by the media. Less 
well known is the fact that they have 
enjoyed in their land, until recently, 
a climate of political tolerance which 
was not replicated elsewhere in the 
continent. If you pursue serious 
"nrncdn Studies, you will discover 
that the well-vulgarized genocides 
against the Jews and the Armenians 
find their match in less well known 
extermination drives against Ibos, 
Karamojongs, Tutsis, etc. The much 
maligned white government in 
Pretoria at least had the virtue of 
keeping 'law and order' in its 
territory, so that Blacks could live in 
peace, in a fashion that none of their 
brethren in the countries to the north 
could ever dream of Civil wars are 
the order of the day in many 
independent' African nations. 

Most African governments do not 
take contradictions lightly and 
untold members have paid with their 
life throughout the continent, from 
Guinea to Zaire, for trying to express 
opposition, or for being suspected of 
doing so. 

So? Why in heaven do you single 
out South Africa as a country where 
fat, rich Canadians should try to do 
something for the people? (Why also, 
by the way, do most media act the 
same way?). Should you n t rather 
direct your crusade at countries 
where the needs of the people - 
political as well as material - seem 
much more pressing? Would it not be 
better also to check that there are no 
under-privileged people in our own 
back-yards before embarking on 
trying to redress situations in faraway 
lands?

What University really wants 
to be known as an undemocra- 
t tic learning/work place? Other 
Universities in Canada achiev- 
ed voting student/faculty 
representation in the 1960's 
and Laurentian has not follow- 
ed suit. 

This is not the case because 
students haven't tried to 
achieve voting representation. 
Students in the 1960's worked 
on the issue. Students worked 
off and on in the 1970's on the 
issue as well. In the 1980's 
students were told "Wait until 
after the North-Eastern Univer- 
sity system is restructured and 
we'll have students on the 



Board. We'll have a newly 
structured Board and then 
you'll be accomodated." 

But why should we have 
voting representation in the 
first place? Aren't the people 
who are on the Board compet- 
ent? Aren't they chosen to run 
the University for a reason? 

Certainly the people on the 
Board are not chosen because 
they are foolish men (there are 
no women on the Board of 
'Laurentian). Their compet- 
ence is not the issue. Ours is. 
Students have been proven, 
time and time again, to be 
competent Board members at 
other Universities Why should 
they at Laurentian be particu- 
larly stupid enough to pose a 
threat to the Board's smooth 
functioning? 

Students have picked up 
information at other Univers- 




ities that has been useful in 
changing Board policy against 
the wishes of the adminis- 
tration. Indeed, they have 
been proven to be strong 
spokespeople on many Boards 
- people that are listened to. 
Indeed, the Ontario Federa- 
tion of Students is engaging in 
a project to organize student 
Senators and Board numbers 
as well as to develop their 
skills in order to make them 
more effective Could this sort 
of thing be what the Board and 
administration at Laurentian 
are afraid of? 

Perhaps the people running 
the administration would like 
to run Laurentian like the 
community college system is 
run. At a community college 
there is no one from the 
college itself on the Board 
except for a token administra- 
tor. There is a Director of 
Student Services who, in some 
cases, actually sits on the 
students' council and keeps 
the students in line. College 
Board meetings are usually 
closed to the public and 
minutes are usually not given 
to students. 

The Ministry of Colleges and 



Universities has announced 
that they will soon appoint a 
"College Governance Advi- 
sor'' This person will look at 
the way that the College 
system is governed with regard 
to reform. If students are 
eventually allowed to sit on 
community college Boards of 
Governors as a result of this 
advisor, it will leave Laurent- 
ian as the only post-secondary 
institution in the province of 
Ontario that is not in posses- 
sion of a democratic Board of 
Governors. 

The SGA election last spring 
brought up the issue of 
representation on the Board. 
One Presidential candidate 
brought it up and, when it 
became trendy, at least an 
other one did The present 
SGA Executive have said that 
they are in favour of fighting 
for representation on the 
Board (3 of the 4 included it in 
their platform). Are they 
actually going to do it? Let's 
hope so Our non-voting 
representative on the Board is 
Andrew McNeil, the SGA 
President. He is going to have 
to lead the fight if there is one. 
Let's get to it! 
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through the back door!). Our Prime 
Minister will be able to throw off the 
totally unwarranted opposition and 
criticism of peaceniks and leftists. In 
the meantime, through our industries 
Canada can give President Reagan 
the support he deserves in SDI 
research. Let's hope that soon the 
free world will be able to cover the 
Russians from the heavens. 

Now, one more important question 
free trade. I'm all for it! Free trade,

The Study Team on Educa- 
tion and Research has three 
months to decide the future of 
Canada's universities Ben Wil- 
son is the leader of the 
committee, a branch of Depu-| 
ty Prime Minister Erik Neil- 
sen's review of alt programmes 
funded bv Ottawa. This is 
what they have to decide: is 
$4.4 billion in federal money 
given^o the country's colleges 
and universities being well- 
spent? Or is it inefficient? Is 
there waste and duplication in 
the universities, that get 80 per 
cent of their money from the 
federal vault? The terms of 
reference instruct the team to 
find "programmes that might 
be eliminated, expanded, re- 
organized, reduced in scope or 
consolidated, bearing in mind 
the federal government's gen- 
eral committment to fiscal 
restraint". 

The team has met with some 
national groups: the Associa- 
tion of Universities and Com- 
munity colleges, as well as the 
national professor and student 
organizations. "We don't 
refuse to talk to pepole but 
we're not scheduling meet- 
ings," Wilson said. Wilson isn't 
saying what will be in his 
report, and the report won't be 
public Students will only 
know when the budget comes 
out and their professors start 
disappearing. Barbara Donald- 
son, chair of the Canadian 
Federation of Students who 
met the team last week stated, 
"They seemed very interested 
in the voucher system propos- 



ed in the Macdonald's Com- 
mission This would mean 
higher tuition tied to an 
average $1,850 payment to 
each university student. They 
seem to feel higher tuition fees 
are necessary." 

The team is also considering 
how federal education transfer 
payments could be tied, so the 
money is not spent on other 
things, or scrapping EPF entire- 
ly 

TORONTO 

Student politics; Bell rings 
for another brutal round Up 
for grabs is a portion of 
Ontario's multi-billion dollar 
budget The Government, the 
perennial champ has perman- 
ent control but OFS is 
challenging for a bigger slice 
for post-secondary education 
The upcoming budget, expec- 
ted for October, is the key for 
this year's OFS 

The organization, which 
represents about 200,000 stu- 
dents on 23 college and 
university campuses, has set 
out five goals for this year, 
four of which call for more 
money from government OFS 
is asking for improved student 
aid, slower growth of tuition 
fees and incidental fees, more 
funding for higher education 
and better housing The fifth 
goal is to improve student and 
public input in the education- 
al planning process OFS 
figures indicate the average 
student loans increased 120 
per cent between 1978 79 
and 1982/83. In the same 
span, the average grant 



declined by five per cent, 
leaving students with a greater 
debt load when they graduate. 
OFS is sponsoring OSAP 
appeal clinics at campuses 
across Ontario this year. 

In addition, OFS wants a 
stop to incidental fees like 
$28 to $100. a term being 
charged to students at Univer- 
sity of Waterloo for computer 
time they may not even use 
"What's happening at Water- 
loo and Western could spread 
really fast," says Drainville, 
OFS chair, adding that OFS, 
wants this time to nip inciden- 
tal fees in the bud. 

HALIFAX 

Foul-ups with a new compu- 
ter system mean the Nova 
Scotia Aid Branch is still 
processing applications for 
loans received in July The 
backlog is the result of a new 
computer system installed this 
spring While the student aid 
office hopes to have the 
computer system fully func- 
tional next year, this year's 
applications will not be com- 
pletely processed until May 
1986, and incoming applica- 
tions are not being acknow- 
ledged 

Loans applications increas- 
ed to 12,320 this year, up from 
last year's 11,190 requests for 
assistance "While the univer- 
sities might wait awhile for 
their money, and that's admir- 
able, landlords and grocery 
stores will not,'' said John 
Holm, NDP education critic

The Sudbury Theatre Centre 
kicked off their 1985/86 season 
with the smash musical hit 
"Annie". 

Originally, Little Orphan Annie 
was the creation of cartoonist 
Harold Gray and made her first 
appearance in The New York Times 
in 1924. 

In 1971, Martin Charnin pur- 



chased a collection of Annie strips 
and was inspired to write a 
musical. What began as an

SfeWe Ray Vaughan: Soul To 
Soul [Epic Records] and Double 
Trouble 



With the 1983 release of Texas 
Flood, Stevie Ray Vaughan not 
only established a new era in the 
annals of the Blues, but he set a 
sales record of three million 
albums sold. 

On his next effort, 1984's 
Couldn't Stand The Weather, his 
single 'Cold Shot' further popular- 
ized a form of music that had 
previously been reserved for pool 
rooms or Jazz and Rob cliques. 

With Soul to Soul, Vaughan 
moves a little more into main- 
stream rhythm and blues which 
had been the domain of sucfu 
notabes as George Thorogood and 
A Roomful of Blues. Vaughan 
utilizes his same band but adds 
saxplayer Joe Sublett and key- 
boardist Reese Wynans to comp- 
liment his trio of Tom Shannon on 



bass, Whipper Layton on drums 
and Vaughan on the guitar. 
Soul to Soul offers a more lively 
brand of the Vaughan guitar 
wizardry. On such cuts as "Lookin' 
Out The Window", and "Gone 
Home" Vaughan's Texas brand of 
guitar, that is obviously a Hendrix- 
facsimilie, which is by no means 
an insult to his creativity. Vaughan 
discovered in 1981 by David Bowie 
at the Montreal Jazz Festival, 
began his rise on Bowie's 1982 
effort Let's Dance and continues 
today to carry on the Texas Blues 
effort of such notables as Johnny 
Winter and early ZZ Top. 

Soul to Soul is produced by both 
Double Trouble and Richard' 
Mullen and highlights both Vaugh- 
an's guitar and licks and Tom 
Shannon's bluesy bass. Although 
the album is a departure of Stevie's 
usual straight blues style, it is 
effective in its preentation of 
Double Trouble's move into 
Rhythm and Blues. It's a great 
album. 



Sting Hits Big

Sting: The Dream of the Blue 
Turtles ; 

On this, Gordon Sumner's first 
solo effort, the ex-schoolteacher 
returns to some of the early 
rhythms of the Police, notably 
Outlandos D'Amour but more 
importantly mixes these very active 
chords with the jazz melodies and 
inclinations of his band, particular- 
ly names like Omar Hakim and 
Branford Marsalis (who everybody 
must know by now as the brother 
of jazz trumpet phenomenon 
Wynton Marasalis). 

"If You Love Somebody, Set 
Them Free", the first A.M. hit, lays 
a background of crisscrossing 
rhythm patterns creating a very 
Dusy texture to tne sound. An 
interwoven mat of sound results 
from the combination of alterna- 
ting rhythms. On "Love Is The 
Seventh Wave" Sting as intellectu- 
al emerges, evincing a belief in the 
transcendent All-Soul of man that 
joins all men as one brotherhood 
despite "all the armies, all the 
missiles". The sax breaks through 
the semitropical percussion work 
to give a deeper sense to the light 
beat. Sting even manages to match 
the light-hearted reference to an 
older song of his, taking the 
chorus into "every breath you take, 
every cake you bake" with a 



beautifully ad-lib spontenaeity. 

The album then moves into a 
decidely more didactic anti-war 
effort. The ticking of the Dooms- 
day eteck leads into Sting's fervent 
plea against the terrors of nuclear 
war and politics. An ominously 
heavy overtone shadows this song 
as the singer expresses his 
desperate hope that "the Russians 
love their children too". This time 
he refers to man's biological 
brotherhood as he shows his fear 
for himself and also for future 
generations on both sides. The 
threatening ticking returns to close 
the song forebodingly. The follow- 
ing song, "Children's Crusade", 
takes the form of a historical 
storytelling. Branford Marsalis 
adds echoes of traditionalized 
'flower of England* melodies to set 
the tone of the tale, set in 1914. 
Again, Sting attacks the wastage 
of war, but this time from a 
historical viewpoint, not out of the 
immediacy of his own fear. The sax 
that blends in the song becomes 
like an extension of the singer's 
voice, exploring the melody where 
the lyrics are absent. The eternal 
wastage of war is evident both in 
the music and the lyrics. 

At last, with "Shadows In The 
Rain" the album returns to a more 
lively pace. In fact, with this cut, 
the band and singer become 
absolutely frantic. The sense of a 
man driven by his habits is 



professional. A powerful voice and 
bubbling energy combine to make 
this young lady a force to be 
reckoned with. 

Jack Northmore (whom some of 
you may remember as the "King" 
in last year's production of "The 
King and I") played "Daddy 
Warbucks". This actor's stage 
presence, deep rolling voice, and 
genuine expression of tenderness 
make him perfectly suited to the 
role, and indeed he is believable as 
the billionaire tycoon. 

Sheila Beausoleil played 
"Grace", Mr. Warbuck's secretary. 
Also, a veteran of STC, Sheila 
starred as Marian, in last year's 
production of the Music Man, and 
it is a pleasure to hear her voice 
once more. Also, deserving 
mention, are Pat Dawson, who 
choreographed the entire show and 
played "Miss Hannigan", Alan 
Brown who played "Rooster Hann- 
igan", and Kimberly Timlock as

"Lily". Together, these three shady 
characters gave a rendition of 
"Easy Street" that had the 
audience clamouring for more. 
Also giving great performances, 
were some of Sudbury s own 
youngsters acting as orphans, and 
of course, not to be forgotten is 
Kingsway making his stage debut 
as Sandy. 

The sets and costumes were up 
to STC's usual high standards and 
only added to the audience's 
delight.

One of Hollywood's finer spy 
dramas, Code Name: Emerald 
delivers finely-tuned, unsurpass- 
able entertainment.

The slick sax of Branford 
Marsalis and the melodic voice of 
Sting work marvellously in opposi- 
tion, each carrying the tune when 
the other is at rest. This combina- 
tion fills the whole album and 
makes the songs somewhat more 
complete, and without musical 
holes. JHf 

On "We Work The Black Seam" 
the percussive effects support the 
song, with some subtle help from 
Mr, Marsalis. The vocal by Sting, 
as on the rest of the album, is very 
caring and nuturing to his lyrics. 
He takes and lives the life and fear 
of an English coal miner. He 
captures not juet the fraternity of 
the profession^ but the anger at 
their growing redundance. Along 
with his ever-present nuclear fear, 
Sting offers many questions. He 
finds no solutions. 

In "Consider Me Gone", Sting 
mixes the jazz of his sidesmen 
with a steady bass beat to produce 
a solid song that sticks close 
enough to pop but has definite 
breaths of haunting jazz expres- 
sion. "The Dream of the Blue 
Turtles" is an exercise in jazz to 
flash the listener a quick taste of 
more free-from jazz. The fun of the 
exercise is easily emphasized in 



the laughter at the end of the track. 

Next the album moves towards a 

New Orleans sound with 'Jtf oon 

Over Bourbon Street". As always 

the playing of Mr. Marsalis shapes 

the sound the song is trying to 

capture.
